THE 1913 PETROLEUM REPORT. 


The annual report on the production 
of petroleum appears on another page 
of this issue. 

The aim of the report is to show the 
developments of the crude petroleum 
industry during the year 1913. In or- 
der to be concise, the report presup- 
poses a knowledge of the oil fields both 
of the United States and of other 
countries as given in the previous re- 
ports of this series, and limits the 
discussion in this regard to the new 
developments of 1913. These are men- 
tioned in the treatment of the individ- 
ual States. Many statements also re- 
f r to events which occurred after the 
4 e of 1913 where mention of them 
is necessary for clearness. Some of 
the analyses of crude oil, for example, 
were made within the last six months. 
The developments of the industry are 
shown chiefly by the statement of the 
cuantity and value of the petroleum 
produced in each field in 1913, and by 
the comparison of this output with the 











production of previous years. In or- 
der that the changes in production 


may be more cle-rly understood, a 
table is given showing the production 
of each State for all the years since 
the beginning of the industry in the 
United States, and a similar table 
shows the total production of all na- 
tions from the beginning. Technolog- 
ical data are introduced when neces- 
s.cy to explain changes in production 
and value. 

This applies to the systematic study 
which ..as be n made of the petroleum 
indvstry in the United States, but the 
report goes much farther in present- 
i..g this year a very complete compila- 
tion of such analyses of petroleum 
which have been made by various au- 
thorities, including many that have 
been made by the Geological Survey 
and the Bureau of Mines in addition 
tu other analysts. Tuese are grouped 
geographically, and give a very good 
grasp of the characteristics of the 
various oils of the United States, 

One feature of this report which is of 
particular value to the oil men shows 
the world’s production of petroleum 
for each -o’ntry from the beginning 
of the industry in that country. This 
shows that Roumania preceded the 
Tmited States as an oil producing 
country by two years; then the United 
States and other countries follow, be- 
ing brought in in chronological order 
as the industry developed. This is

stocks, etc., and the opinions which he 
expresses concerning the future sup- 
plies. He calls particular attention to 
the extraordinary fact that the con- 
suming interests of the United States 
were able to absorb the greatest prod- 
uct of oil ever recorded—over two 
hundred and forty-eight million barrels 
—without adding to stocks, This re- 
sult would have been impossible with- 
out important additions to the refininz 
capacity of the country and similar 
additions to the facilities for trans- 
porting the products to markets, here 
and abroad.

The spurt in September exports has 
been almost as creditable so far as 
the Reporter’s trades are concerned as 
those relating to the general total, the 
increase over the August returns 
amounting in one case to nearly forty- 
one per cent. and in the other to about 
forty-two per cent. Of the twenty-six 
commodities comprising the Reporter’s 
export records, the gains applied to 
seventeen specifications, the chemical 
grouping, glass and glassware, glucose, 
glue, grease and heavy oleo oil, 
tallow, lard, oil cake and meal, animal, 
paints,

mineral and vegetable oils, 
parafin wax, perfumes and toilet prep- 
arations, cottonseed and soap. The 
disparaged list includes fertilizers, 
oleomargarine, neutral lard and lard 
compounds, naval stores, flaxseed, cot- 
tonseed, alcohol, sponges and starch 
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The comparison is less favorable on 
the returns for September, 1914 and 
1918, since losses are noted in twenty 
items, as against gains* in six, the ex- 
ceptions being chemicals, glue, oleo- 
margarine, lard, lard compounds and 
paints. Among the most important ex- 
port the August-September 
statistics, interest centers in the min- 
eral oils, which, with the exception of 
lubricants, are now in the absolute 
contraband list recently announced by 
the British Government.

Of most practical bearing upon our 
export trades is the comparison of 
statistics for the nine months ending 
September of the current and previous 
years, and in this consideration we are 
confronted with a setback in twenty- 
three classifications, as against gains 
in three. The latter include the chem- 
ical schedule, glue and soap, while at 
the decline side are fertilizers. glass, 
glucose, grease and heavy oils, oleo 
oil, oleomargarine, tallow, lard, neu- 
tral lard, lard compounds, naval stores.

The decline in exports of mineral oils. 
which comprise by far the principal 
classification among the Reporter’s 
trades. has heen comnaratively slight.

Drug market developments have sig- 
nified such an overwhelmingly down- 
ward revision in prices during the last 
few weeks that they have been ac- 
cepted as of more or less routine oc- 
currence in the reasonable reaction 
from the extreme levels reached in the 
early stages of the war.

counted. The reduction in morphine 
was from $5.30 to $5.05 in bulk, while 
codeine cut from $7 to $6.50 for 
alkaloid in bulk. The morphine decline 
is in sharp contrast with the position

OBITUARY. 
Fordyce H. Rogers, 
Col. Fordyce H. Rogers, prominent in 
paint and varnish circles, died on No- 
vember 2 at his home in Detroit, Mich. 


He Was seventy-four years old. Old age 
was the cause of death. 

Col. Rogers was one of 
wealthiest and most prominent citizens. 
His adventurous spirit led him from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic coast before he re- 
turned to Detroit and built up the De- 
troit White Lead works and many other 
paint and varnish concerns. When the 
Civil War broke out, Col. Rogers, then 
twenty-one years old, enlisted in the 
First Michigan Cavalry and he served 
through the war. 

Toward the close of 188) Col 
saw a business opening in |} 
town, Detroit, went there and purchased 
the Detroit White Lead works from an 
assignee in bankruptcy. Until 1898 Col. 
Rogers was general manager of that 
company, When he became its president 
which office he retained until 1910, when 
he sold out his interests Then he be- 
came president of the Arethusa Com- 
pany of Mt. Clemens, and at the time of 
his death was president of that company, 
of the American Paint and Com- 
pany, the McLennan Paint Company, the 
Rogers Paint and Varnish Company and 
the Detroit Varnish Company.

bank was opened this week The war com- 


pelled a more rapid development of the 
plans than we would like to see. In a gen- 
eral way the plans are somewhat like this:— 
The branch banks are established with the 
sole purpose in mind of aiding the develop- 
ment of commerce between this countrv and 
the South American market, and the facili- 
ties offered will be taken, advantage of by 
exporiers, regardless of whether they are 
depositors in the bank or not, 


The service may be divided into three 
divisions:—First, credit information. We will 
have a central credit bureau, and they will 
be prepared to furnish accurate credit ir 
formation, Second, we have asked those 
who have had experience in South America 
to give us the benefit of that experience. We 
have sent two well trained credit men to 
South America and the#e men will proceed 
to collect all of the credit information pos-

Packers File Bill of Exceptions on 
Cotton Oil Charges.

Chicago, Nov. 12, 1914.

Oil Company again required the attention 
of the Cook County courts om last 
Wednescay when Armour & Co., Swift & 


Co. and Morris & Co., the admitted own- 
concern, and twelve of their 
stockholders filed a bill of exception to 
the pending suit against Louis C. Ehle 
and themselves for $243,000. Six creditors 
of the concern are suing Ehle and the co- 


ers of the 





defendents on the grounds that money 
was obtained from them by giving the 
creditors the impression that Ehle was 
the owner of the oil concern, operating 
under the title of “L. C. Ehle Cotton 


Mills, Unine.’’ In the suit it is charged 
that by suing Ehle as a “dummy” and 
stifling competition the owners of the oil 


‘ompany have made $2,500,000 profit in 
nine vears out of a plant that cost $500,000, 
and now have a concern worth $3,000,000. 
The bill of exceptions attacks the four 
paragraphs containing these statements 
as “impertinent and irrelevant’”’ and asks 
that they be expunged from the records. 
It is signed by Armour & Co., Morris & 
Co. and Swift & Co., by Louis Swift, J. 
Ogden Armour, Lawrence <A. Carton, 
Francis W. Dawson, Henry Veeder, Helen 
Swift Morris, James B. Forgan, John A. 
Spoor, Thomas E. Wilson, Nelson S. and 
Edward Morris and Henry and Albert H. 
Veeder as executors of the will of Albert 
Hf. Veeder, Sr. Exceptions to certain 
questions asked in the original bill were 
also filed on the ground that they are

Locally the mills are all running full 
time, but are unable to take care of all 
the seed that is coming in. Some of them 
have their mill tracks crowded now, and 
for this reason will not buy anything to 
speak of in the spot market. If there is 
no seed applied on to arrive sales during 
the day selections of choice seed will be 
made and sent over to the mills, but 
otherwise the demand is not nearly as 
broad or active as it was a week ago. 
Once there is storage space available 
locally there will be strong bids sent out 
from this market, as the crushers are 
mostly of the opinion that they will need 
all of the seed they can accumulate. At 
present Minneapolis bids are a little bet- 
ter than those going out from Duluth, 
but the difference has not been in effect 
long enovgh to make its effect felt here. 


LINSEED OIL. 

While the market is not booming by any 
means at the same time most of the 
crushers are doing a fair business and 
some of them are getting more orders 
than they did a year ago at this time. 
Most of the sales are for prompt ship- 
ments and shippimg directions are coming 
forward in good shape. 3usiness in de- 
ferred oil is only fair. Crushers are ask- 
ing “ec. carrying charge for December 
shipment and more for later months, but 
are not very willing to sell beyond the 
end of the year, owing to the stronger 
tone of the market and the recent de- 
velopments. 

Big paint mixers are not showing as 
much of an inclination to close deals at 
the advance as they did while prices were 
lower. Most of them feel that the rally 
has been too sharp to hold and are lay- 
ing back, taking just what they have to 
have from time to time. The advance 
in price has not been as sharp as the 
gain in futures warranted, as_ the 
strength in cake and meal offset to some 
degree. 

The jobbing demand for oil is moderate 
and featureless. Buyers are taking very 
moderate quantities for prompt delivery 
and show no disposition to book orders 
for round lots to be delivered later. They 
are taking out stuff on maturing con- 
tracts promptly. Quotations range from 
42c. upward, according to the size of the 
lot wanted. 

LINSEED OIL MEAL 

The market this week is not as broad 
and active as it was a week ago, but 
compared with former seasoms sales are 
averaging up well. Prices advanced 
sharply and naturally the buyers were 
not taking as heavy lots. Most of the 
jobbers secured contracts for a lot of 
meal below the $30 level and they are 
taking this stuff out about as fast as 
they can get it. One jobber bought some

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

Trade in cake is free and the market is 
strong. Crushers have sold considerable 
direct to foreign buyers during the week 
past and have a steady inquiry to work 














on, At present the seaboard export 
crowd is making itself felt in the market 
and some round lots are being worked 
with them from day to day. Most of 
the stuff sold direct to foreign buyers 


went to Rotterdam. Buyers in the United 
Kingdom are taking the usual amount of 
stuff. This stuff was sold on open bill 
of lading, drafts being drawn on the 
consignee when the cake was loaded on 
boats at the seaboard. A trade at $30.50 
was made with a United Kingdom buyer 
in the last day or so and later bids from 
the seaboard exporters were fully as 
strong. Owing to the fact that the de- 
mand fs general and the interest so 
keen holders are asking advances from 
time to time and getting them. In trad- 
ing with the exporters the crushers are 
relieved of the responsibility of securing 
freignt room and with freight rates ad- 
vancing right along this is some consid- 
eration. When trading with the export- 
ers drafts are drawn when the cars are 


shipped and a quicker return of money 
results. 
Shipments of cake during the week 


have been very heavy. In fact, the bulk 
of the by-product that left this market 
during the week was in the shape of 
cake, Some have been made for 
December and January shipment from 
here and crushers are not at all worried 
over where they are going to place their 
by-product during the balance of this 
year. Most of them look for a big cake 
market well into the new year. 

Under present conditions there is no 
danger of an accumulation of either cake 
or meal in local warehouses. Shipping 
directions are at hand all the time and 
stuff is wanted as fast as the crushers 
can deliver it. Prices at present are 
higher than at any time in two years, and 
if the demand increases any they will 
probably go still higher, as the mills are 
running full capacity with nothing left 
over for accumulation after each day’s 
run. If the meal business should fall 
off any heavier shipments of cake will 
offset, as most of the trades cover op- 
tional shipment during certain months.

of last year. This report also claimed 
that crop prospects were improving in 
the southern hemisphere, and that the 
early reports of frost damage were ex- 
aggerated. There was a general unload- 
ing of holdings upon receipt of these ad- 
vices and the markets of the Northwest 
suffered a reaction under this selling, 
but the losses recorded were not as great 
as the advances earlier, and closings 
showed fair gain in values for the week 
Crushers were not greatly interested in 
the offerings of cash flax, although they 
absorbed moderate quantities during the 
entire period. The slow demand linseed 
oil has been meeting with for some time 
past causes crushers to be a bit wary 
about absorbing offerings of seed. Move- 
ment to distributive points, however, was 
light and Northwestern stocks showed a 
decrease for the week. Chicago crush- 
ers, like those in other sections of the 
country, are slow to purchase fiax at the 
present time. The inactivity in the mar- 
ket may be attributed wholly to the lack 
of an outlet for linseed oil holdings. The 
trade is taking hold in a small way only, 
and prices show considerable irregularity. 

Receipts of flaxseed at Chicago were 
only 2,000 bushels during the week, com- 
pared with 10,000 bushels during the pre- 


vious week, while for a corresponding 
time last year arrivals at Chicago to- 


taled 135,000 bushels. There were 1,000 
bushels shipped from this point, for the 
corresponding time last year there were 
no shipments made.

LINSEED OIL. 

The oil market showed considerable ir- 
regularity during the period. Aside from 
the higher flax prices, there was nothing 
in the general situation which might be 
construed as favorable to the holders of 
linseed oil. Despite the open winter there 
is little linseed oil being taken at this 
point, either by local users or those lo- 
cated at points which generally draw 
their suvplies of oil from Chicago. So 
unsettled was the feeling that prices 
after holding around 45c. per gallon early 
in the period changed completely, and 
on the closing days the market was 
quoted at from 438c. to 45c. per gallon. 
Those holding out for the higher price 
mentioned were some of the more stub- 
born handlers, who have become obsessed 
with the idea that the world’s markets 
suggest improved prices for linseed oil 
in the future and that they would rather 
carry their supplies for a while longer 
than grant concessions that might bring 
about a betterment in the buying power. 
While these people adhered strictly to 
their asking prices to all outward appear- 
ances, those in a fair position to render 
an opinion relative to their willingness 
to shade prices, freely expressed them- 
selves of the belief that a bid of 48c. per 
gallon would not be turned down by any 
handler if the quantity involved was lib- 
eral. The summing up of the entire sit- 
uation reveals the fact that the market 
at the present time may best be described 
by being called a waiting one. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

While the situation in the linseed oil 
cake remains without marked change, 
there being but little business reported at 
any time because of the fact that most 
of the attention is given the larger mar- 
kets of the Northwest, where the variety 
from which selections may_ be made is 
greater and more favorable shipping 
rates are obtainable, especially to foreign 
ports.

There is a good demand for china clay 
from different sources, but principally 
from the pottery and paper trades. 
Reports from abroad state that condi- 
tions in the market for clay are not 
active. Prices in the local market are 
quoted at $16@18 per ton for foreign 
and $8@9 per ton for domestic. 
LITHOPONE.—A jot of 10 casks of 
lithopone was imported this week from 
Rotterdam. This was said to be de- 
stined for immediate consumption, 
and spot offerings of German grades 
are so scarce that the market price is 
only nominal. Domestic offerings are 
meeting with a fair market, but trad- 
ing in general is reported as slow. 
Domestic lithopone is quoted at 3%c. 
to 4c. per pound for large lots. 


METALLIC PAINTS. — Small 
amounts are in moderate request, but 
round lots are quiet and the market is 
without feature. Grinders are taking 
metallics steadily, but are buying, for 
the most part, as they need supplies, 
and there is an absence of contracting 
for future needs. Values are reported 
as steady, though sellers are eager for 
business and competition is very keen. 
Prices are quoted at $18@20 per ton 
for browns and $14@18 per ton for reds. 


WHITING.—The majority of sellers 
are reported to be making regular de- 
liveries on old contracts and accepting 
new business for prompt shipment at 
the old prices, but are refusing to en- 
gage in new contracts covering deliv- 
ery well into next year. The situation 
in chalk is responsible for this phase 
of the market, as grinders are not sure 
that they will be able to obtain deliv- 
eries on contracts of raw materials. 
Present prices for whitinf are:—45@svc. 
per 100 pounds commercial, 55@56c, per 
100 pounds gilders’, 70@i5c. per 100 
pounds paris white, 75c.@$1 per 100 
pounds English cliffstone. 

GLUES. 

Quite a little glue has been coming 
in to the local port in the past week or 
so, but our import trade is still far 
from normal and is far below what 
it was before the war. Imports during 
September according to the official fig- 
ures were 588,178 pounds, valued at 
$65,194, against 534,643 pounds, valued 
at $57,563, in September last year. Ap- 
parently this is a good showing, but it 
must be remembered that last Sep- 
tember all the glue possible was held 
back for entry in October so as to get 
the benefit of the new tariff. Imports

Aftermath of the Paint Manufactu- 
rers’ Convention. 


During the business meeting of the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association. which 
was held at the Hotel Astor, this city 
on October 22, an incident occurred that 
gave rise to more or less discussion in 
the corridors of the hotel, after the meet- 


ing, but which was not brought to the 
attention of the trade generally, except 
such members as were at the convention, 
until a letter was sent out by Dr. Maxi- 
millian Toch, of Toch Brothers, New 
York, bearing date of October 30, explain- 
ing why he had resigned from the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association, and _ also 
from the Varnish Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

In this letter Dr. Toch-stated that the 
secretary of the Paint Manufacturers’ 





Association had criticized ‘‘the paint man- 


ufacturers on the ground that one of 
them had a research laboratory and not 
one of them conducted scientific investi- 


gation.”’ 

Dr. Toch pointed out that his firm ‘had 
a research laboratory for many years, 
and furthermore, a number of important 
and original papes were published from 
that laboratory, among which were: 
‘Soya Bean Oil for Paint Purposes,’ ‘Fish 
Oil as a Paint Vehicle,’ ‘Herring Oil,’ ‘Co- 
balt Driers,’ ‘The Effect of Light on 
Paints and Varnishes,’ ‘The Chemistry of 
Pine Oil,’ ‘The Composition of Paints and 
Pigments,’ ‘The Condition of the Steel of 
the Gillender Building,’ ‘The Influence of 
Paint on Malted Liquors,’ ‘New Paint 
Conditions Existing in the New York 
Subway,’ ‘The Newer Paint Materials,’ 
‘Paint as an Engineering Material,’ ‘The 
Permanency of Painting,’ ‘Materials for 
Permanent Painting,’ ‘The Chemistry and 
Technology of Mixed Paints,’ ‘The Pro- 
tection of Steel Against Corrosion,’ ‘The 
Corrosion of Iron and Steel,’ ‘Cement and 
Concrete,’ ‘A Method for the Detection 
of Adulteration of China Wood Oil,’ etc., 








ete.,”’ and he further claimed ‘‘that the 
Hureau of Industrial Research had not 
published & single original paper of 
value,” 

Dr. Toch then statedi—"i Was exer- 
cising my privilege as a member of the 
‘aint Manufacturers’ Association, when 
the president, Mr, Phillipa, while I was 
On the floor, ruled that I was out of or- 
der, and not wishing to make any appeal 
from his decision for obvious reasons, I 
took try seat.’ 

Dr. Toch then goes on to explain, at 
Gotisiderable length, why he resigned from 
the two asséciftions. Referring to the 
Btireau of Itidustrial Reséarch, he said: 
It is an excellent laboratory where gén- 
6ral stientific investigations are made. 
. «. . It ig @ private efiterprise, estab- 
lished fer the purpose of makifig money.”’ 

In concluding his letter, Dr. Toch said: 
“Mr. Phillifis; who was ifi the Chait at 
thé timé, was iiet within his rights as a 
Parliamentarian; whén he madé that de- 
cision and, therefore; I &m appealing per- 
sonally ti évefy ftiebér of the Paint 
atid Varnish Manufacturers’ ssdciations 
sé thdt they may know the real facts 

In reply to thé letter fréni Dr. Toch 
Mr: Phillips has sént out the félldwifig 
léttér in defense of his position 


To tHe Mémbeérs of the Trade Associations of 
the Paint and Varriish Irdustry of the 
United States 

Dr. Maximilian Toch, Of Toch Br ew 
York city, under date of October 30, addressed 
a letter to the members of the Paint and 
Varnish Manufacturers’ Association in which 
he criticizes me for a ruling made while I oc 
eupied the chair as president of the Paint 
Manufacturers’ Association at their convention 
in New York city, on October 22 The in- 
complete facts given in ™Mr. Toch's letter 
places me in a very unfair position before the 
trade. and those who were not present at the 
meeting are led to believe that I ruled Dr 
Toch out of order without justification or par- 
liamentary precedent The facts are as fol 
lows:— 

The report of the Bureau of Education (a 
committee of the Paint Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation) had been read and was being dis- 
cussed Among others, Dr. Toch was granted 
the privilege of the floor and was not inter- 
rupted or interfered with in any way by the 
Chair; he was allowed-to proceed until his ad 
verse criticism of the members of the bureau 
caused Mr. L. T. Minehart, of Denver, a mem- 
ber in good standing, to rise to a point of on 
der, and it became the duty of the Chair to 
rule on this point of order. The Chair ruled 
the point of order was well tauken, alid ex 
plained his ruling by stating that Dr. Toch 
had been discussing the members of the bureau 
instead of the report Dr. Toch’s reply to the 
Chair's ruling, taken from the stenographer’s 
notes of the meeting, is am follows 











br. Toch I bow to the Chair i ré 
vret it; but I felt I could not in justice to 
itiveelf take in all the statements which f 
heard I thatik you 


Had the Chair's ruling not bé@en in accord 
ance with parliameritary proceedure, or had it 
been unjust to Dr, Toch, He had every opptr- 
tunity, as a member, to appeal from the Chair’s 
décision and would have been granted every 
cofisideration He did not appeal, nor did any 
member of the association appeal, or object 
to the ruling of the Chair 

Dr. Toch’s acceptance of the fulirig at that 
time is not in accord with his letter of some 
ten days later, and, therefore, | am compelled 
to adopt this method of reaching those to whomi 
Dr. Toch’s letter of October 30 was sent, in 
order that my action in the matter may be

Assurances of Further Relief from 
Shortage of German Coal Tar 
Products and Potash. 


By pointing out an easy and thorough- 
ly practical means of financing and ship- 
ping additional purchases of much-needed 
coal-tar products and fertilizing potashes 
from Germany, Erwin W. Thompson, the 
recently appointed commercial attaché to 
the American Kmbassy in Berlin, has 
furnished assurances of further material 
relief fiom the existing shortage of 
these cOmm@dities in the United States 
In an interview with a representative of 
the Reporter, Mr. Thompson stated: 





Germatty needs our cotton even more than 
we need her potash, dyestuffs and other coal- 
tar products In view of this fact it should be 
a comparatively easy matter for American 
users of these German-made chemicals which 
are not in the ‘“‘contrs 
finance the purchase and make the shipment 
of almost unlimited quantities of these goods 
with American cotton and in American bot 
toms 

Germany's crying need for American cotton 
is brought to our attention forcefully by the 
present market price of raw cotton in the big 
cotton mill center of Dresden, where that 
white staple is quoted at an equivalent of 


cents per pound, while raw cotton is offere 


mand of war elagss to 





freely in the New Orleans spot market at 7 


cents per pound Undoubtedly the Dresden 
quotation would be lowered materially fron 
its present level as soon as the great scarcity 
there is relieved with the receipt of even mod- 
erate quantities of American cotton, but with 
an ocean freight rate of only $4 per bale, equal 
to about a cent a pound, the present profit on 
shipping our cotton to Germany is approxi- 





mately 200 per cent., and future profits on 
such shipments would probably not be less 
than 100 per cent. for some time to come, Al- 
though the German mills are being operated 
to only 25 per cent. of their full capacity, they 
still are greatly in need of our cotton, and will 
pay big prices for it On the other hand, we 
are glad to find this outlet for it. 

It seems only reasonable, therefore, in the 


light of these facts to advocate the financing 
of future purchases of Germany's coal-tar 
products, potash and other chemicals which 
are needed here through the medium of Amer 
ican cotton, the exportation of which is not 
now prohibited by Great Britain or any of the 
other warring nations of Europe 

It is true that one of the present quasi-re- 
quirements for shipments of German chemicals 
to the United States is that they shall be ef- 
fected through neutral ports in vessels of 
American registry, but this is not a difficult 
requirement to meet, as there are plenty of 
American ships available for this purpose and 
these vessels could not be mployed to greater 
advantage than in transp American cot- 
ton to Germany and in br ng back German 
chemicals to this country Some shipments of 
German chemicals are still being made in 
ships of the Holland lines, but there is no way 
of telling when these cargoes may be held up 
or seized, and it is therefore considered safer 
to ship these goods in American vessels 

The suggestion for financing new purchases 
of German goods with American cotton is sure- 
ly preferable to sending our gold to Germany 
in American ships, sailing in ballast. It will 
conserve our gold, furnish a most desirable 
outlet for our cotton crop, supply Germany 
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with what she needs and relieve the great 
searcity of the German-made goods here 

In explanation of the attitude of the German 
coal-tar derivative makers on the subject of 
permitting their goods to leave their country 
Mr. Thompson says that these interests are 
very desirous of selling to the United States 
all their finished products, including all the 
coal-tar dyes and synthetic drugs and per- 
fumes, but are averse to allowing any exports 
of the so-called coal-tar ‘‘intermediaries’’ 
which the American chemical manufacturers 
are able to work up into the finished products 

The Society for the Protection of German 
Chemical Industries, of which all the leading 
céal-tar product manufacturers of Germany are 
members, is seemingly wanalterably opposed to 
permitting American chemical interests te ob- 
tain thics intermediary products,’’ said 
Thompsori This society realizes that 
American coal-tar gnakers are equipped fi 
manufacturing finished products from. these 
‘“‘intermediaries,’’ though as yet unable to pro 
luce the finished articles from crude coal-tar 
oti a sufficiently extensive scale to make the 
opératiofi commercially sucessful. It is the 
purpose of tl society to enable its members 
to retain a viritual monopoly of producing the 
finished coal-tar goods, and it is therefore un 
willing to assist American interests in their 
fforts to make themselves independent of the 
German manufacturers 

it will be a part of my missic 
however, fo persuade is society, if possible, 
to wifhdraw fts prohibition agaftnst the ex- 
porting o the coal-tar ‘“‘intermeédiaries’’ to 
the United States, and great strength will be 
given to my argumerit toward this end by the 
fact that American coal-tar interests are now 
considering the advisability of equipping their 
plants for making these ‘‘Intermediaries’’ here 
in the event that German manufacturers con 
tinue steadfast in their refusal to supply them 
with these semi-finished materials. 

Although Mr. Thompson did not men- 
tion it, one prominent American coal-tar 
manufacturing concern, with plants in 
the northwestern part of New York 
State, is already making coal-tar ‘‘in- 
termediaries’’ for its own use, in produc- 
ing the finished articles, because of its 
inability to obtain these partly-completed 
goods from abroad 

On the score of potash shipments from 
Germany, Mr. Thompson said that there 
is mow no objection on the part of the 
German government to the exportation to 
tne United States of the so-called fer- 
tilizing potashes such as kainit, manure 
salt, sulphate of potash, muriate of pot- 
ash amd hardsalt. which are obviously 
intended solely for use in fertilizing fhe 
soil, but that there is still some objec- 
tion to the shipment out of Germany of 
such preparations of potash as chloride 
of potash, Which may be employed as 
miterials for taking explosives Such 
preparations of potash as are strictly of 
a drug or pharmaceutical character, how- 
éver, are being shipped from Germany 
withdut_any apparent opposition, accord- 
ing to Mr. Thompson, in virtually everv 
ship leaving Rotterdam and other neutral 
ports, as these g60ds are generally classi- 
fied as “drugs” or “jharmaceutical prep- 
arations,”’ and are theréfore not ques- 
tioned on the ground of being “contra- 
band of war,” 

On the subject of potash, moreover, Mr. 
Thompson has a distinct mission in Ger- 
many. as he hopes to effect the release 
from Hamburg and the shipment to the 
United States of two cargoes of fertiliz- 
ing potashes which were bought and paid 
for by American interests before the dec- 
laration of war by Germany, but which, 
since the beginning of hostilifies, have 
been held in that port by the German 
government. One of these cArgoes is in 
a British ship, which has beéfi confis- 
cated, and the other is in a Germaft ves- 
sel. which is likely to be converted ifite 
in auxiliary cruiser or transport at ary 
time 

“The original purchasers of these pot- 
irgoes,’’ said Mr. Thompson, ‘‘paid 

* them with letters of credit sent to 
Hamburg, which were received there by 
the sellers a day or two before war was 
declared They were, therefore, bought 
and paid for in good faith and should 
be sent to the owners without further 
delay. T will make every effort. while 
in Germany, to arrange for the shipment 
of these goods to their destination in the 
t'nited States.”’ 

Mr. Thompson expressed the belief that 
some additional relief from the shortag 
of dyestuffs and other coal-tar products 
here would be furnished, shortly after 
the arrival of the steamship Matanzas 
from Rotterdam, through the receipt here 
of a fair-sized cargo now on board the 
tank steamship Sun, which was recently 
sent to Rotterdam by American oil in- 
terests with a cargo of petroleum, with

No developments of particular inter- 


est upon the general situation have 
been noted during the week, and the 
industry seems to have settled along 
more rational lines. Washington ad- 
vices indicate that many complaints 
have been lodged against the more 
drastic ruling of the British Govern- 
ment placing in the absolute contra- 


band list all mineral oils except lubri- 
cants, but as yet there has been no in- 


dication of any modification in this 
particular. In the record of distribu- 
tion of crude oil imports for Septem- 


ber by countries, Spain, Canada, Cuba 


and Chile are the only specified coun- 
tries, all of which show an increase, 
with the exception of Canada, over 
the August returns. The total for Sep- 


tember is 16,333,761 gallons, valued at 
$627,017, as compared with 10,593,783 
zallons ($338,468) for August, and 14,- 
844,375 gallons ($712,121) for September, 
1913. 

Another development of interest bear- 
ing upon the crude situation has been 
the pipe line records for October, which 


is of more favorable significance as 


showing a gain in runs and deliveries 
as well as a decline in stocks in the 
Pennsylvania, Lima, Kentucky, TIlli- 
nois and mid-continent fields. The Oc- 
tober figures are summarized in the 
following table, with comparisons for 
September:

Illinois and mid-continent oil held by the East- 


ern pipe lines 
The week's review of operations in 
the Eastern fields shows a further re- 


trenchment, which is likely to be main- 
tained under the unsettled status of 
the industry well as with the ap- 
proach of winter, during which field 
work is prosecuted with considerable 
ditficulty. The current summary shows 
ninety-two completions, 2,045 barrels of 
new daily production, and fifty dry 
holes, comparing with ninety-seven 
conmipletions, 1,480 barrels of new daily 


as 


production, and fifty-four 
for the former week. The decline in 
completions was most marked in 
Southeastern Ohio, which was credited 
with but two new wells, of which one 
was dry, the single producer in Wash- 
ington county having a daily output of 
thirty-five barrels. For the previous 
week in the same field were noted 
twenty-four completions, thirty-five 
barrels of new production, and eighteen 


dry holes 


dry holes. The most creditable show- 
ing for the week in new production 
in the review was in West Virginia, 


a daily total of 1,420 barrels from six 
producing wells, as against 810 barrels 


from fifteen wells previously. The 
mainstay of new production in the 
high grade fields is contined to the 


Weir sand territory in Kanawha coun- 
ty, and the Gordon sand district in 
Harrison county, West Virginia. In 
the former five new wells were brought 


in, with a daily total of 890 barrels, 
while in the latter three of the five 
new wells were credited with 455 bar- 
rels. Ritchie county, in the same 
State, was the scene of an interesting 
strike in the Big Injun sand, two miles 
from the nearest production. In Bea- 
ver county, Pennsylvania, was _ re- 


ported a completion showing for a sev- 
enty-five barrel well. 

In the Lima fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana a slight increase is 
noted in completions and new produc- 
tion, but the wells were without par- 
ticular interest, with an average of 
about seventeen barrels each. In the 
Sullivan district of Indiana the oniy 
result of the week was a sixty-barrel 
completion. Interest in the field is 
abating, since the productive terri- 
tory has been well tested, yielding only 
dry roles. Operations in the Illinois 
field have settled to a routine that is 
not likely to be broken in the near 
future. Wildcat operations during the 
past few years have condemned gen- 
erally every section that had been re- 
garded as promising, and operators 
are now cut off from practically every 
encouragement beyond the defined sec- 
tions of the State. On present indica- 
tions there will be very little drilling 
during the winter in addition to that 
required on contract terms and for the 
protection of territory by off-set wells. 

The week’s results in the Gulf Coast 
field have been more favorable by 
twenty-one completions, 7,345 barrels 
of daily production, and eight dry 
holes, as against eight’ completions, 
5,340 barrels of new daily production, 
and two dry holes for the former week. 


The Sour Lake district holds a com- 
manding lead in the current returns 
with nine completions, of which five 


were good for a daily total of 6,450 bar- 
rels. The banner strike was a 3,000- 
barrel well. Another significant com- 
pletion in the same field was a 200- 
barrel well 1,000 feet from nearest pro- 
duction. The only noteworthy comple- 
tion in the Gulf Coast field for the 


week was a 500-barrel well at Edgerly. 
The crude market is reported of a 
more encouraging tendency as the re- 
sult of a keener demand, and 55 cents 
was reported bid for Humble and 
Sour Lake oil. 

Among the more significant develop- 
ments of the mid-continent situation 
has been the permission of the Okla- 
homa Corporation Commission for the 
drilling of 150 new wells at Cushing, 
which is regarded as a reversal of its 
policy to safeguard the petroleum in- 
terests of the State. Another upsetting 
event has been the bringing in of a 
10,000-barrel well far in advance of the 
Cushing pool to the Northwest, which 
is said practically to prove four new 
producing sections. If this realization 
is fulfilled, decidedly pessimistic views 
are expressed on the market prospects, 
predictions going so far as a 25c. level. 
The official report on the Cushing field 
for November 1 noted 360 wells com- 
pleted. with an estimated daily out- 
put of 188,000 barrels. The following 
day a decline to 180,000 barrels was re- 
ported, with a twenty days’ decline 
amounting to 62,000 barrels. The latest 
estimate on the Healdton production 
placed it at 45,000 barrels a day. 





REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Quiet and featureless conditions 
have characterized the iocal illuminat- 
ing market during the week. Quota- 
tions remain unchanged in both the 
domestic and export schedules, but the 
market is more or less nominal under 
the unusual conditions. Washington 
advices indicate that many protests 
are being lodged against the failure of 
the British Government to exempt il- 
luminating oil from the absolute con- 
traband list recently announced. The 
State Department is credited with the 
conviction that the product should not 
be accorded more drastic treatment 
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than to be made conditional contra- 
band, but so far there is nothing to 
indicate any willingness on the part 
the British authorities to recede 
from their original declaration as min- 
eral oils. The Treasury Department 
has given no sign of modifying its or- 
der suspending all publication of out- 
ward bound manifests until thirty 
days after the clearance of vessels, and 
we are still handicapped in giving offi- 
cial records of exports. From personal 
sources we have obtained data from 
several of the leading customs dis- 
tricts, reporting the week’s movement 
of illuminating oils as follows:

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ILLINOIS PETROLEUM REPORT, 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 


Robinson, Ill., Nov. 13, 1914. 
Prospects in the Illinois petroleum fields ap- 
pear rather gloomy for the next few months 
to come, as there is really no territory in 





sight to encourage active work. The real de- 
cline is not due to the prices that prevail, but 
the scarcity of territory to develop. Wild- 
catting in the Illinois field has for a number 
of years been a losing proposition. There are 


only three real petroleum-producing counties 
of worth so far found in the State, and they 
are the ones that brought Illinois from a few 


barrels a day up to the third in rank of pro- 


ducing oil States in this country. They are 
Lawrence, Crawford and Clark counties. Oil 
in good quantities has been found in portions 
ot Cumberland and Coles counties, but the 
producing area covers but a small acreage 
compared with the three leading counties. 


Previous to 1905 there was an annual produc- 
tion in the State of 6,576 barrels, which grad- 


ually grew until in 1908 the annual produc- 
tion was at its highest point, and reached 
33,686,238 barrels. The wells of Illinois show 


remarkable staying qualities, especially the 
deep sand fields in Lawrence county, where 
oil is produced from nearly a dozen different 
pay inds, This county is the richest section 
ot Illinois, First comes the shallow sands 
at 450 feet, three pays of Bridgeport sand at 
from 750 to 1,000 feet, the Ridgley sand at 
from 1,190 to 1,250 feet, the Buchanan sand 


at 1,350 to 1,380 feet, the Gas sand at 1,250 tu 
1,300 feet, found between the two pays of the 





Buchanan formation; the Kirkwood sand, 1,320 
to 1,560 feet, the variableness of depth being 
due to structure; Tracy sand, 1,500 to 1,600 
feet; Sour sand, just below the Tracy sand, 
and the McCloskey or deep pay sand from 
1,750 to 1,985 feet. These sands rank in pro- 
duction as follows:—McCloskey, Kirkwood, 
Tracy, Buchanan, Sour’ Sand, Bridgeport, 


Buchanan, Ridgley, Gas and the shallow sands. 
This field shows the heaviest average produc- 
tion of any of the counties at this time, but is 
declining rapidly now that the territory is 
pretty well punctured with holes. . 
Crawford county sands are found at a depth 
varying from the shallow sands in Martin 


township at a depth of about 400 feet to a 


depth of nearly 1,460 feet in the Oblong town- 
ship field, but recently pay sands have been 
found in Honey Creek and Southwest town- 
hips at a depth of over 1,500 feet, and is a 
continuance to the north of the Kirkwood 
sand, where the wells are not as prolific as 
in that same formation in Lawrence county. 
When the Crawford county field was in its 


greatest activity along about 1907 the oil was 
being found in a sand about 900 to 1,000 feet 
in depth, and that year the county reached a 
daily production of better than 100,000 bar- 
rels, but had declined to a production of about 


15,000 barrels in 1913 and still growing less 
from day to day. 

_The shallow sand fields of Clark, Coles and 
Cumberland counties, which at one time 
showed a production of better than 20,000 


barrels a day, has declined to about 5,000 bar- 
rels a day in 1913. The wells vary in depth 
from 220 to 600 feet. Outside of the counties 
mentioned small production is found in Clin- 
ton, Marion, Macoupin, Jasper, Edgar, Wa- 
bash and McDonough counties, and when that 





is told the story of petroleum production in 
lllinois has been well covered. Many tests 
have been drilled in remote parts of the State 


but without result, and it now looks as 
though the chances were very slim for the 
finding of any new and prolific pools unless 
they are in the extreme southern section of the 
State. 

Previous to 1905 but little was thought of the 
oil prospects of the Illinois territory, ag there 
was a rly production from wells of only 
about 6,576 barrels; but the drill in that year 
attracted Eastern operators, who rushed to 
the field and started active development work. 








It looks very much as though there would 
be a complete shutdown throughout Illinois 
during the winter months, although a few

EASTERN PETROLEUM REVIEW. 
(From the Reporter’s Fiela Correspondent.) 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Nov. 13, 1914. 
A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Kentucky, Southeastern, Central and 
Northwestern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, for 


the week shows the usual decline in work ac- 
complished incidental with the approach of 
winter. This season is exceptionally quiet, 
due to the heavy overproduction, which caused 
the lowering of the value of crude to such an 
extent that development work hardly pays in 
fields where nothing but small stripping wells 
are found. 

The real interesting feature for the week is 
the announcement that the Cushing, Oklahoma 
fields is decreasing rapidly, which means that 
the industry may brighten up some, as it is 
from that source that the heavy production 
is being found, 

While development work is quiet each suc- 
ceeding weeks shows a slight return of con- 
fidence in oil circles, the unsettled conditions 
ot a few months ago now being in the way 
of improvement. East of the (Mississippi 
River the pipe lines are handling all the 
production from the wells, and in Kentucky 
the Cumberland Pipe Line Company has con- 
structed a 37,000-barrel tank in the Wayne 
county field to care for the production of that 


State. For a long period only a portion of 
the Kentucky production was taken by the 
pipe line in that field, but now all is being 


taken care of, but it has no effect upon work, 
as there is hardly anything doing in the way 
of starting new wells. Kentucky is more 
quiet than at any period for a number of 
years. Operations are shut down in Western 
Kentucky and the prediction is that the tests 
will never be started again, but the advent of 
spring will no doubt show some additional 
drilling in the Hartford field in Ohio county, 
and the Scottsville field in Allen county, where 
some very fair wells were finished during the 
summer season. 

The Illinois field is showing a much heavier 
decline in drilling work than any of the fields 
in the high-grade section, and it is more no- 
ticeable there than in any of the other fields

Reports from Vienna state that very few 
shipments of crude oil were made from Bory- 
slaw to the refineries. The military authori- 
ties, who have every interest to maintain the 
work of the refineries, decided to have about 
fifty tank cars of oil shipped daily from RBory- 
slaw to the various refineries This quantity 
is far from being sufficient to supply even a 
small part of the refineries, but at present it 
is impossible to ship larger quantities How- 
ever, a good many tank cars loaded with crude 
oil that are lying scattered on the various 
railroad lines, have now begun to be forwarded 
to their destination, so that some of the re- 
finerics have received a good quantity of 
erude The transportation of products, too, 
has again become possible for some of the 
western refineries. But the prohibition of ex- 
port for heavy oils is very prejudicial. 
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To Advance Canada’s Chemical In- 
terests. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Toronto, Canada, Nov. 12, 1914. 

Taking a leaf out of the notebook of 
Germany, T. H. Wardleworth, of Mon- 
treal, before the Canadian Section of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, strongly 
urged a greater degree of co-ordination 
between government and educational in- 
stitutions and between the manufacturer 
and technical chemist as a means of ad- 
vancing chemical industry in Canada. 

Mr. Wardleworth stated: 

‘‘No nation has been able to compete against 
the scientifically managed industries of Ger- 
many, many of the most important were orig- 
inally instituted in England, France or the 
United States No other country can boast 
of a single business combination comprising 
of three firms, the chemical factories of Elver- 
feld, Ludwigshaven and Treptow—which em- 
ploys over 700 qualified chemists.’’ 

The speaker advised his hearers not to 
depend for the advancement of industry 
on the abrogated German patents. but to 
seek to develop the abundant fields of 
natural resources within the country 
wherever possible, even in a small way. 

Continuing, he said:— 

“Our mines give us arsenia, antimony, cobalt, 
nickel, copper, platinum, osmiridium, gold, 


phosphates, magnesite, asbestos, lime, salt, 
shale, coal, silver, chrome, tungsten, molybde- 


num, barytea and mica graphite, and taking 
these as a starting point, why should not many 
of these be refined in Canada? Why should 
all our crude nickel go abroad to be purified?"’ 

Peroxide of barium, graphite, phos- 
phoric acid, various phosphates, phos- 
phides and hypophosphites, glacial acetic 
acid and potash were products which Mr. 
Wardleworth urged: making in Canada, 
The speaker also thought that this coun- 
try should enjoy the entrance of free alco- 
hol for technical purposes, and he added 
as a result of the refusal of the British 
Government to admit alcohol free to the 
dve industrics of England, Britain has 
lost the valuable aniline dye business to 
Germany. 
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Many Protests Against Suspension of 
Export Data Publication. 


(Special to Oil, Pain= and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 13, 1914. 

While no assurances are given at the 
Treasury Department as to what action 
will be taken with reference to the re- 
cent order putting a stop to the publi- 
cation of facts relative to exports of 
commodities out of the ports of the 
United States, the object of which order 
was to permit the export trade of the 
country to be carried on as much as 
possible without calling attention to the 
cargoes of ships, in the hope that this 
policy would prevent unnecessary seizure 
and deteition of ships carrying American 
cargoes, it is admitted at the department 
that many compla.nts have been filed 
against what is alleged to be the too 
sweeping character of the order. 

Representations have been made to 
the department that there seems not to 
be sufficient ground for insisting that 
facts with reference to the export busi- 
ness of the country be withheld from the 
trades and industries that are interested 
in everything pertaining to our export 
business, particularly as to trade of the 
United States with neutral countries and 
certainly with South America. Another 
point that has been raised with the de- 
partment is that the limitation of thirty 
days placed as the time within which 
no reports shall be made as to the char- 
acter of cargoes shipped out of ports of 
the United States is more than twice 
the time really required for most ships 
sailing out of American ports to reach 
their foreign destinations. Fifteen days, 
it is alleged, would be ample time to 
permit ships sailing with American 
cargoes reaching any port within the 
zones of territory to which the trade of 
the United States extends. 

It is frankly stated by the officials of 
the Treasury Department that one of the 
controling reasons why the embargo was 
placed upon the giving out of information 
relative to exports of American prod- 
ucts was at the request of shippers who 
believed that the issuance of such an 
order would decrease the tendency of na- 
tions at war seizing, stopping or detain- 
ing American ships destined to any port 
of the world. That this order is not 
likely to have such an effect has been 
shown by the attitude of the British for- 
eign office as brought out in comments 
made by the British Ambassador in this 
country. No complaints were made by the 
British authorities that the order was 
issued, as they regard it as a matter of 
purely local consideration affecting only 
the trade of the United States, but it 
was broadly intimated that the stoppage 
and inspection of manifests of ships in 
order that the British Government shall 
be fully advised as to the destination of 
eargoes of contraband and conditional 
contraband goods would be proceeded 
with by the British authorities regardless 
of the order issued covering the publica- 
tion of facts as to exports. In other 
words, the policing of the seas to as 
great an extent as possible by the Brit- 
ish Government is admittedly for the 
purpose of preventing contraband goods 
reaching any of the countries at war, and 
the British Government has been active 
in this respect, as has been shown by the 
efforts put forth by that government to 
bring about agreements between the gov- 
ernments of the neutral nations to pre- 
vent the re-export or trans-shipment of 
contraband goods received within their 
ports. 

The officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment are investigating the situation with 
reference to the vublication of the facts 
as to export goods, and they admit that 
it is not the desire of the administration 
to withhold any facts that are helpful 
to the promotion of the export trade, and 
if it is found after a thorough examina- 
tion into the facts that the order can

After the flax market recovered itself

up several cents on some days last week. 








This was due to reports of damage in 
the Argentine. Demand for futures has 
been good during most of the week in 
the Winnipeg market, but the cash flax 
is generally slow. To-day the buying 
power was described as easite up for 
the time being. A leading local firm 
expressed the opinion that even though 
the Argentine crop suffered 25 per cent. 
damage, there would still be a surplus 
for export, which on account of tie sit- 
uation abroad, would come into the 
United States, and in quantities sufficient 
to cause cheaper prices The firm re- 
ferred to said, moreover, tnat in their 
opinion considerable speculative short 
interest had been eliminated, amd there 
would probably be a gradual sinking 
tendency in the near future. 

Stocks of flax in store at Fort William 
and Port Arthur at the week end 
amounted to 1,297,340 bushels, against 
1,168,623 bushels a week previous and 
2,124,496 bushels at the corresponding 
date last year. Shipments from the two 


ports for the week were recorded as nil, 


as compared with 316,072 bushels in the 
preceding week and 281,831 bushels in the 
corresponding week of last year. te- 
ceipts for the week at the terminals 
were 128,816 bushels.

THE BUENOS AIRES MARKET. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

The reports coming forward of dam- 
age to the flax caused considerable 
excitement and developed a bullish feel- 
ing in the flax market of Buenos Aires. 
The advices were numerous during the 
early part of the period and caused many 


crop 


to enter the market on the buying side 
on a larger scale than heretofore. De- 
nials of the reports, however, prevented 
prices from showing sensational gains, 
as there were quite a number in the 
trade who sold in a fair way on any 
hardening of prices. An official report, 


issued late im the period, discredited the 
earlier frost damage reports, claiming 
that the damage actually done had been 
greatly exaggerated, and that the crop is 
now pregressing under favorable condi- 
tions. This same report included an esti- 
mate on the area seeded to flax im the 
Argentine Republic, placing the acreage 
at 2,500,000, as compared with 2,390,000 
acres sown to flax last year. This esti- 
mate also had a strengthening influence 


in the market and restricted liquidating 
sales indulged by those who purchased 
freely earlier in the week. The advices 
received from American markets were 
also favorable to higher prices early in 


the week, in fact, the advances reported 
in that country were in a measure re- 
sponsible for some of the buying indulged 
in by professionals in the Buenos Aires 
market. The export situation shows some 
improvement, although handlers of cash 
seed are still unsatisfied with the volume 
of trade on foreign account. It was_ ex- 
yected that American crushers would be 
arger buyers of Argentine flax before 
this time, but the trade here cannot lead 


themselves to believe that crushers in 
that country will not be larger consum- 
ers than in the history of the export 
business of Argentina. Clearances from 
the principal ports of this country were 
353,000 bushels, as compared with ship- 
ments of only 53,000 bushels the preced- 





ing week, and 870,000 bushels for a corres- 


ponding time last year. This brings the 
total :shipments since January 1 up to 
91.851.0% bushels, as compared with 39,- 
615,000 bushels exported during a like 


period last year. 


OIL PAINT AND DRUG 


Clearing Export Trade Complications. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drue Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 13, 1914. 

The releasing of the steamer Kroon- 
land clears up practically every question 
that has Leen raised with respect to the 
detention of American vessels carrying 
cargoes of different kinds that have been 
under suspicion, namely, copper or oils, 
and even such neutral vessels as have 
been carrying American products of this 
character. The releasing of the Kroon- 
land, however, was accompanied by am 
announcement that the copper that was 
embraced within her cargo has been un- 
loaded and detained from forwarding to 
its destination im order that the British 
government may investigate illy the 
question as to the actual destination of 
this commodity. So far as the State De- 
partment is advised, there ire at this 
time no other ships or cargoes in con- 
troversy arising out of international 
trade of the United States. 

Some evidences have been brought to 
the attention of the department also 
during the past few days indicating that 
the atmosphere is clarifying and that 
the British government has met with 
success in its efforts to bring about an 
understanding among the neutral coun- 
tries of Europe regarding the re-export- 


ing or trans-shipping to enemy territory 


of goods that are either contraband or 
conaitional contraband that may be re- 
ceived within the borders of those coun- 
tries, either under the American flag or 
other neutral flags. These questions have 
been pressed upon the attention of the 
gxovernments of the neutral countries be- 
cause of the apparent desire of Great 

Britain to give her assistance insofar as 
possible to the liberating of the trade of 
meutral countries, and at the some time 
to protect the interests of the allies in 
preventing contraband goods reaching 
enemy territory. These questions were 
presented to the Scandinavian countries 
and are about to be laid before Italy, 
Greece and other countries on the Medi- 
terranean. 

Intimations have been received from 
the British foreign office through the 
British embassy here that satisfactory 
conclusions have been reached with re- 
spect to the neutral Scandinavian coun- 
tries as were recently obtained with re- 
spect to the trade of Holland. These 
questions were presented at the time 
when neutral ships carrying American 


illuminating oils destined to Norway and 
Denmark were detained in the North At- 
lantic by British authority. It appears 
from the statement made through the 
British ambassador that assurances have 
been given by the Scandinavian countries 
that imports of contraband or conditional 
contraband goods will not be re-exported 
or trans-shipped out of the borders of the 
countries receiving them. It is expected 
that similar assurances will be given by 
other neutral nations. 

It is apparent, however, from comments 
in the State Department that these issues 
arising with respect to the export trade 
of the United States are proceeding so 
satisfactory that this government is hesi- 
tating about pressing with great severity 
upon Great Britain matters pertaining to 
the contraband list announced a week 
ago. The protests that have been receiv- 
ed from American shippers im regard to 
illuminating oils and kindred articles re- 
cently placed on the contraband list, are 
receiving attention at the hands of the 
officials of the department, and it is be- 
lieved that within due season an amic- 
able adjustment can be reached by this 
government with Great Britain in regard 
to all these exports. 

It is the belief of the officials that the 
policy adopted with reference to even 
contraband goods that are to be sent to 
mamed persons in neutral countries 
rather than so-called ‘‘to order’’ ship- 
ments, are not to be detained in the fu- 
ture and that the British authorities will 
be content simply with the examination 
of the ship’s manifest in any case where 
there is suspicion as to the character of 
the cargo or its destination. The State 
Department officials continue to stand by 
the proposition that even contraband 
goods shipped from a neutral country to 
a neutral country should be permitted 
to pass unmolested, and the question in 
dispute with reference to the cargo 
aboard the Kroonland being whether the 
copper was actually destined ultimately 
to a neutral country or to enemy country 
is what the British government desires 
to see answered before the cargo is lib- 
erated. 

Subsequently a statement was made by 
the British Ambassador here in regard to 
the copper shipments similar to those in- 





volved in the case of the Kroonland, in 
which it is clearly indicated what steps 
the British government has been taking 
in order to secure a concert of action 
among the neutral powers with regard 
to shipments of contraband and condi- 
tional contrabard goods. The statement 


made by the ambassador is particularly 
in regard to shipments of copper to Italy 
in which it is indicated that Italy has in 
part met the requests made of the neu- 
tral powers in regard to the re-export of 


copper, but not as to trans-shipment 
through Italy of copper destined to an- 
other country. The statement of the am- 
bassador covering this situation as to 
Italy is as follows:— 

The Italian government has prohibited the 


export of copper from Italy, but not the transit 
of copper through Italy to a foreign country. 
Copper consigned to Italy for Italian use will 


not be subject to seizure, but copper which is 
consigned to a belligerent country or ‘‘to or 
der’’ will be suspect. Arrangements are be- 


ing made for the transit of copper to Switzer 
land for the use of that country on the guar 
antee of the proper authorities. 

It is evident from the foregoing state- 
ment that the British government is dis- 
posed toe continue to look with suspicion 
upon copper and _ kindred contraband 
goods sent to neutral countries where no 
arrangement has been made by such nev- 
tral country to prevent re-exports or 
trans-shipment of such goods in ways 
that may bring the goods ultimately into 
enemy country. The point is emphasized 


as a result of this statement that con- 
traband goods sent in_ neutral ships 
should be specifically billed to firms or 


individuals within such neutral country 
in order to avoid detention of such car-

To Test Effect ot Tariff Provision 
Allowing Rebate on Imports in 
American Bottoms. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 13, 191 


During the greater part of the past 
three days there has been under consid- 
eration before the United States Court 
of Customs Appeals a case in which 
probably more importers are interested 
than any direct issue that has been 
raised with reference to customs laws in 
inany days. The case has been argued 
by the United States attorney in charge 
of customs matters in New York and 
other representatives of the government, 
and on behalf of the importers by sev- 
eral customs lawyers who have sought 
to show the right of the question from 
the standpoint of the importers. 

The United States Court of Customs 
Appeals will probably take several weeks

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before deciding this case, as the members 
of that court realie that their decision 
is to be scrutinized by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. This latter 
arrangement was made by a provision of 
law passed by Congress in the closing 
days of the last session authorizing ap- 


peals to the Supreme Court of the United 


States in customs cases involving inter- 
national questions, treaties, ete. This 
new law prevents the decision of the 
United States Court of Customs Appeals 
being final. 

The issve in this case is a unique one 


growing out of a provision of the Under- 


wood tariff law. This provision of the 
law is as follows: 
J. Subsection 7. That a discount of 5 per 


centum on all duties imposed by this act shall 
be allowed on such goods, wares and mer 
chandise as shall be imported in vessels ad 
mitted to registration under the laws of the 
United States; provided that nothing in this 
subsection shall be construed as to abro- 
gate or in any manner impair or affect the pro- 
visions of any treaty concluded between the 
United States and any foreign nation.’’ 

The meaning of the foregoing provision, 
as it has been generally interpreted, is 
that Congress intended that a five per 
cent. discount from duties imposed under 
the existing tariff law should be granted 
on goods brought into the United States 
in American ships. The difficulty arises, 
however, because of the proviso contain- 
el in the sub-section to the effect that 
nothing in the sub-section shall be con- 
strued to impair or affect the provisions 
of existing treaties between the United 
States and foreign mations. 

The officials of President Wilson's ad- 
ministration, who are interested in main- 
taining the highest possible revenue re- 
sults from the tariff law, at the head of 
which element is Secretary McAdoo of 
the Treasury, did not like this provision 
of the tariff law amd straightway the 
treasury officials appealed to the Depart- 
ment of Justice for an expression of 
ovinion to whether the sub-section of 
the tariff in question could in any 
sense operative without impairing exist- 
treaties. The Department of Justice 
de-ided that the provision of law could 
not be made operative in view the 
proviso contained in it. Thereupon. the 
Treasury Department suspended all al- 
lowance of discounts under the section in 
question.

This action of the government resulted 
im a case before the United States Board 
of General Appraisers brought by im- 
porters who claimed the five per cent 
discount. In March last. the Board of 
General Appraisers decided the case, 
holding that the discount should be al- 
lowed on goods imported in American 
ships, but denied the discount on com- 
modities brought in foreign ships. This 


decision of the board resulted in two sets 
of appeals to the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals, one by the government protesting 
against any allowance of discount, and 





by a large number of importers’ who ob- 
jected to the decision of the board in 
failing to allow a discount on imports 
brought in foreign ships where the al- 
lowanr¢ of such discount would not 
operate in derogation of existing treaties 
The administration officials then pro- 
ceeded to tighten up the loopholes by pre- 
senting in Congress a bill which was en- 
acted into law, authorizing an appeal 
from the United States Court of Customs 
\ppeals to the Supreme Court of the 
United States in cases such as involve 
the issues presented in the pending case, 
namely, cases which involve the treaty 
matters and kindred international issues. 
The importance of this question will be 





niinifest from a statement made by the 
treasury officials to the effect that prob- 
ably $10,000,000 a year would be lost in 
revenues to the government if the allow- 
ance of the discount of five per cent. on 
imported goods shall be extended to all 
American ships and to the ships of all 
foreign countries having no ‘‘favored na- 
tion’’ clauses in their treaties with the 
United States. Naturally an issue in- 
volving se much morey arouses all the 
importers, as well as the government to 
make the most vigorous fight possible 
over the question presented. 


It has been said that three propositions 


are involved in the case as presented to 
the customs court, namely, whether any 
discount shall be allowed, which is the 
answer to the proposition advanced by 
the government that no discount should 
be allowed in any case, also whether it 
should be allowed on goods imported in 
\merican vessels only, which is substan- 
tially the decision of the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers, or whether such dis- 
count should be allowed on goods im- 
ported in American vessels and in such 
foreign ships as may be entitled thereto 
by reasom of treaty stipulations.

The Senate subsequently added a proviso 








to the effect that nothing in the section 
should be construed to impair provisions 
of existing treaties. The lawyers on 
both sides have examined every feature 


of the controversy and the points brought 
out in both Houses of Congre while 
this provision of the tariff law w under 
consideration. 

A conclusion reached by New York at- 





torneys. who have presented their views, 
although only indirectly interested in 
the case, as advisors of the court pre- 
senting opinions by courtesy only, sum- 
marizes the whole proposition to show 
that the law requires the allowance of 
the discount to American ships and to 
the ships of all nations in which there 
are no treaty stipulations which would 


be violated by the allowance of such dis- 
count. This statement is as follows:— 
It is obvious that the proviso here in ques- 


tion is not an exception, which would be il 
lustrated by supposing that Congress had 
passed the enacting clause, but provided that 
it should not apply to sailing vessels; nor 
is the proviso a condition, which might be 
illustrated by supposing that Congress had 
passed the enacting clause, but provided that 
the crews of such vessels should be all Amer 
ican citizens, If, then, an attentive exam- 












ination of the proviso demonstrates that it is 
neither an exception nor a condition, there is 
left only the proposition that it is an explana- 
tion to guard against a misinterpretationu 
When we consider, first: that the law as pro 
posed by the House, made no mention of for- 
eign treaties, secondly: that the Senate raised 
the question that the law as proposed would 
violate treaties, and therefore struck it out; 
and, finally, that in conference a compromise 
was reached by restoring the enacting clause, 
but adding the proviso protecting treaty 
rights, then it becomes plain that this pro- 
viso was made a part of the law out of an 
abundance of caution and to guard against 
any misrepresentation of the intent of (Con- 
gress with respect to national treaty obliga- 
tions. It is familiar law that acts of Con 
gress and treaties are equally the supreme 
law of the land, that if Congress passes a 
law subsequent in time to a treaty, which is 
in direct conflict with such a treaty, that the 
law of Congress governs and the treaty is 
nullified When this is borne in mind, it be- 


comes apparent that the proviso was attached 





to the enacting clause to make it plain that 
Congress did not mean in passing the law to 
abrogate or impair any treaties. If, then, 
Congress declared that a discount of 6 per 
cent, should be given on goods imported in 
American vessels, but, in giving it, declared 
that no treaty should be abrogated, impaired 
or affected thereby, we respectfully submit 
that the way to comply with the law is to 
give the discount to American vessels and to 
the vessels of nations entitled by treaty to 


equal treatment. 





Carbosolite Duty Ruling. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Noy. 13, 1914. 

In a communication addressed to the 
collector of customs at New York the 
Treasury Department determines’. the 
question the classification ear- 
bosolite. It appears that the collector at 
New York brought to the attention of the 
department the fact that carbosolite and 
similar articles composed im chief value 
of earthly or mineral substances had 
heen classified at the collector's office in 
New York at 26 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph §1 of the tariff law. Atten- 
tion was called also to the fact that the 
classification of this product followed a 
report by the chemist in the collector's 
office which disclosed that carbosolite 
eontains silicon and carbon with some 
alumina and a trace of iron. It was upon 
this tinding of the chemist that the New 
York office fixed its classification and 
rate of duty. At another port, however, 
the product was classified dutiable at 1 
cent a pound under paragraph 343 of the 
tariff law. The Treasury in its present 
communication and decision on this sub- 
ject agrees with the collector of customs 
at New York and holds the product dutia- 
ble at 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 81.

Numerous developments of influence 
marketwise, and several radical price 
changes of an almost revolutionary 
character have occurred in the drug 
market within the week. ‘hief among 
the events affecting this market have 
been the destruction of the German 
cruiser Emden, whose advent and 
death-dealing upon the high 
seas within the last two months had 
caused a sharp rise in war risk 
insurance rates, which have now 
been lowered somewhat; the be- 
lated arrival at the local port of the 
steamship Matanzas with a cargo ol 
2.700 to 3,000 tons of German-made dye- 
stuffs and other coal-tar products 
which it had loaded at Rotterdam 
after having been chartered by a com- 
mittee of American chemical interests 
for the purpose of making an initial 
trip to that part and back again, in 
order to relieve the hitherto existing 
scarcity of these goods in this coun- 
try, and a more extensive demand for 
morphine, chloroforn: and antipyrine 
from Europe. Most important among 
the price changes of the week have 
been the wholly unexpected sharp re- 
ductions in prices for morphine and 
codeine, in the face of a rising market 
for opium, and also in quinine salts, 
which hitherto had been deemed too 
low, in view of the greatly increased 
takings by the warring nations of Eu- 
rope and the difficulties experienced in 
obtaining cinchona bark and its deri- 
vatives from the foreign countries of 
production. 

Pre-eminent among other develop 
ments within the interval under re- 
view have been the unabated strength 
of the carbolic acid market, due prin- 
cipally to continued heavy buying ol 
phenol in all its forms by cattle and 
stockyards interests for use as a dis 
infectant in the campaign now being 
conducted to stop the spread of the so 
called “foot and mouth disease,” and 
noteworthy advances in fusel oil and 
amyl acetate, select elm bark, so- 
called “‘sweet birch’? wintergreen oil, 
natural sassafras oil, arnica flowers,

elder flowers, Sumatra gum _ benzoin, 
first quality of Aleppo tragacanth gum, 
damiana, horehound, stemless sage 
leaves, Cartagena ipecac root, celery 


seed, some varieties of nutmegs and 
both Singapore and Penang pepper.

BEANS heavy takings by the candy plants 


VANILLA.—A strong undertone con- 
tinues to pervade the local market for 
all descriptions of these beans, and as 
spot stocks have been reduced mate- 
rially of late by greatly increasing 
buying on the part of the extract 
makers, whose supplies have been 
heavily drawn upon by the confection- 
ery manufacturers, a sharp upturn in 
prices for all varieties of these goods 
is looked for as a natural accompani- 
ment of continued purchasing. The 
buying movement of the confectionery 
interests has been augmented of late 
by the increased operations in the 
candy plants, which have followed a 
lowering of the cost of sugar and 
cocoa beans, and the extract purchas- 
ing by the candy interests has been 


have compelled the extract makers to 
buy beans on a larger scale than at 
any time since the mid-summer period. 
Political conditions in Mexico continue 
to darken the outlook for the curing 
and shipment of the 1914-1915 crop of 
beans from the Papantla and Gutier- 
rez-Zamora regions, as these districts 
are infested by lawless bands, which 
recognize neither the Carranza nor the 
Gutierrez governments, but which 
spend their time pillaging, imposing 
wholly unwarranted taxes and levying 
imposts upon the curers and all others 
possessed of money, lands or any kind 
of property. A large number of the 
curers have already fled from their 
home districts to New York, and, in 
the absence of valuable’ currency 
throughout the bean-raising regions of

Mexico, the native planters are loath 
to part with the beans which they 
have grown this summer and fall. 
Some moderate lots of the remaining 
1913-1914 crop Mexican whole beans 
have reached New York of late, via 
Mexican ports, without paying the new 
export tax of $2 in gold per kilo, but 
all additional shipments from Vera 
Cruz, made after (November 1, will be 
subject to this abnormally high taxa- 
tion. Latest arrivals at the local port 
have included twenty-two cases from 
Vera Cruz. Local operators continue 
to offer their stocks of the Mexican 
whole beans at $3.75@5, according to 
brand, and to hold their Mexican cuts 
at $3.25@3.621%4, as to quality. No con- 
firmation of the recently reported loot- 
ing of the National Bank of Mexico 
has yet been received from Mexican 
correspondents of local operators, but 
if these reports have been founded in 
fact, the chances for future dealings 
with that country are almost nil. 
3ourbons continue’ very strongly 
maintained here as well as in France, 
in consequence of the recent virtual 
cessation of shipments of these beans 
from the islands of production and a 
further depletion of supplies in Paris, 
Marseilles and Bordeaux, as well as 
in the local market. Stocks here have 
been lowered so greatly of late that 
they now consist merely of the first, 
second and third qualities and include 
no ordinary descriptions. Local opera- 
tors continue to hold their stocks very 
firmly at $3.50@4, according to quality. 

South Americans are in very scanty 
supply and strongly maintained by 
local holders at $3.50@3.75 for such 
Guadaloupe beans of the 1912-1913 and 
1913-1914 crops as are still available 
here. Latest advices from the island 
of Guadaloupe suggest a yield from 
the 1914-1915 crop even smaller than 
that from the 1913-1914 crop. 

Tahitis are likewise in light supply 
here and in San Francisco and are 
being well maintained on the Pacific 
Coast as well as in the local market, 
in view of the recent cessation of ship- 
ments from Papeete. The local mar- 
ket is still bare of white label beans, 
and for the green label goods local 
holders are asking $2@2.15.

Demand has shown further 
relaxation and competition in several 
specialties has brought about a lower 
price range. Buyers are operating 
conservatively, and judging from re- 
ports, comparatively little contract 
business is being placed at present. 
The call for regular contract ship- 
ments, while below normal in certain 
lines, is averaging fair while export in- 
quiry is holding up well for the sodas 
and several varieties of acid. The glass 
and paper industries appear to be ab- 
sorbing a normal amount of chemicals. 
Regarding the former a Pittsburgh re- 
port states that many thousands of 
dollars’ worth of manufactured glass 
have been held in Pittsburgh ware- 
houses because of the quarantine im- 
posed to stamp out the foot and mouth 
disease. Glass is packed for shipment 
in hay or straw, and as these are in- 
cluded in the quarantine regulations, 
manufacturers are unable to obtain 
supplies in which to pack glassware. 
Even window glass and plate glass are 


affected. Activity in the textile, fer- 
tilizer, paint and metal industries is 
reported below normal and distribu- 


tors are not sanguine over the outlook 


for chemicals in these trades. In re- 
viewing the general market for chem- 
icals, we find an easier feeling in 


bleaching powder, due to freer compe- 


tition by domestic sellers and con- 
tinued importations from the United 
Kingdom. Oxalic acid is quiet and

Before any radical improvement can 
be hoped for in the market for fertil- 
izer materials there must come an im- 
provement in conditions in the South. 
Prospects are more favorable, but col- 
lections remain poor and the settle- 


ment of the cotton question is not yet 
definite, Shipments of mixed fertilizers 


are said to be moderate, and as most 
of the manufacturers have fair stocks 
on hand they are not taking on raw 
materials in an extensive way. Mar- 
ket conditions have not changed and 
prices likewise are on an unchanged 
basis. Nitrate of soda is weak at 


primary points, and the only large con- 


suming countries to which shipments 
can be safely made are stocked up. 
Hence the situation shapes up poorly 


for those engaged in producing nitrate 
Sulphate of ammonia is in a better po- 
sition in the United Kingdom owing 
to the elimination of competition from 


Germany. It is expected that this 
country wil! take large quantities of 
English sulphate. Potash salts were 
again prominent because of reports 
that two new companies had been 


formed in this country for the purpose 


of producing potash. Some potasn 
came in from Rotterdam during the 
week, but arrivals are small. An in- 
teresting story is told by the import 
figures, as they show to what extent 


imports of potash salts fell off in Sep- 
tember. September imports are given 
below in the paragraph devoted to 
potash salts. For reports of the Bal- 
timore, Chicago and Atlanta feriilizer 
markets refer to index on page 23. 
Detailed reports on the separate arti- 
cles of the local market follow:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 
CYANAMID.—Leading sellers state 
that during the past ten days a more 
cheerful feeling has developed in the 
Southern fertilizers materials market. 
This has been brought about largely 
by the influence now working ‘and ‘to 
be inaugurated for reviving the cotton 
market. As a result fertilizer manu- 
facturers are turning their attentions 
to the making of definite plans for the 
spring season, in which allowances are 
being made for decreased consumption 
of mixed fertilizers of varying per cents 
and dependent upon the volume of cot- 
ton moved, and price obtained. In the 
North preparations are being made for 
as large if not larger season than ever 


this coming spring. Inquiries from 
this section are more numerous now 
than at any time during the past two 
months. And while sales of cyanamid, 
like other ammoniated materials, are 
still slow, a more active market is ex- 


pected before the end of the month. 


FISH SCRAP.—The season is said 
to be over in the North, and no fish- 
ing is being done In the South the 


catch in the past two weeks has been 
fairly good, but far as production 
of scrap is concerned there is no hope 
for any material change. Prices are 
easy with but little trading to test the 
stability of the market. Quotations 
are around $3 f. b. works. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
The feature of the week was the an- 
nouncement that the large packing 
houses in the West were closed on 
account of the prevalence of the foot- 
and-mouth disease. Naturally this had 
the effect of cutting down production 
of blood and tankage, but this had 
scarcely any influence on the market. 
Demand for all ammoniates is quiet 
and former prices were freely offered 
by sellers. Dried blood was quoted at 
$2.95 and high-grade tankage at $2.75 
and 10. These quotations are f. 0. b. 
Chicago. Holders are not

anxious to 
sell ahead, and future positions, while 
nominal in the absence of demand, are 
firmer than the spot market. 
NITRATE OF SODA.—The Indra 
reached New York with a cargo of ni- 
interval.

ferred to nitrate. Stocks in this coun- 


try and in the United Kingdom are 
said to be large and the industry on 
the West Coast is pretty well demor- 


alized. Government aid is being given 
to such companies as are able to keep 
their plants in operation. Market 
prices are given at $1.85 per 100 pounds 
in the local market, and this holds 
good for Atlantic coast points. Con- 
suming demand here is quiet and some 
idea may be gained of the total falling 
off in consumption from the statement 
that of the total exports of nitrate 
from Chile, 33 per cent. is taken by 
Germany and 25 per cent. by the other 
belligerent powers, and these coun- 
tries will scarcely be in a position to 
take any appreciable quantity during 
the course of the war and for some 
little time afterwards.

Of interest to the trade was a report 
this week that the Peruvian Potash 
and Chemical Company had been in- 
corporated at Dover, Del. The pur- 
pose of this company to conduct a 
business of mining potash and nitrates.

e caution For these reasons raw ma- 
ire receiving far less attention than 
they would otherwise receive, and the re- 
ductions in the quotations made of late are 
not exciting the interest that would other- 
wise have been manifested.

FISH SCRAP.—The volume of scrap of- 
fered is very limited, but in spite of this 
fact the buyers show no eagerness to place 
orders, and even the marking down of the 
figures to about $3 and 10 basis Baltimore 
has so far failed to elicit amy ready re- 
sponse on the part of prospective buyers. 
In fact, offers at $2.85 and 10 basis Balti- 
more are reported. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge, of course, that the men- 
haden fleet has done comparatively little 
during the season now about closed, but 
even this knowledge does not make the

It is so difficult to calculate with 
the future than most of the producers of 
mixtures do not try for the present, waiting 
to see what the next few weeks will bring 
fort} The uncertainty of the outlook more

BLOOD.—What has been said about tank- 
age applies almost equally to blood with
